NATIONALISTS SINK RED 
GUNBOAT OFF FORMOSA 

TAIPEI, May 17 (UK) — A Nationalist Chinese de- 
stroyer sank a Communist Chinese gunboat in the 
Straits of Formosa with gunfire today and chased 
nine others under the protection of Red shore bat- 
teries, the Defense Ministry announced. 

The action was the fourth such naval battle in 
the past week as bitter air and naval fighting broke 
out all along the China coast. 

The Nationalist Defense Ministry said the de- 
stroyer engaged an entire flotilla of Communist 
gunboats and scored several hits, sinking one. It did 
not identify the destroyer.

BV WALDO DRAKK, Times Kuropean Bureau 
GENEVA, May 17 — There was no comfort for the 
western world in today's first secret session on peace for 
Indo-China.

Russian For- 
eign Minister Molotov made 
some caustic observations 
which were discouraging to 
French hopes that the Commu- 
nists might show some spirit 
of compromise on Viot-Minh's 
demands for a concurrent mili- 
tary and political settlement for 
all Indo-China prior to the 
cease-fire which the French 
want so badly.

High Court 
Bans School 
Segregation

WASHINGTON, May 17— 
The Supreme Court today 
outlawed racial segregation 
in the public schools. 

Chief Justice Warren wrote 
ami delivered the court's unani- 
mous opinion in the long-pend- 
ing legal test, brought on be- 
half of Negro school children 
in Kansas, South Carolina, Vir- 
ginia and Delaware. 

' We conclude that in the field 
of public education the doctrine 
of 'separate but equal' has no 
place," the court ruled. "Sep- 
arate educational facilities arc 
inherently unequal." 

The historic decision re- 
versed as unconstitutional the 
doctrine of "separate but equal 
facilities" for racial groups 
which the Supreme Court set 
lorth in 1890. 

Separation Doomed 

Warren's 12-page opinion 
combined four cases accepted 
by the Supreme Court in 1051. 1 
A second, similar ruling struck 
down segregation in the Dis- 
trict of Columbia. 

Although, technically, today's 
rulings apply only to the four 
States and tile District of Co- 
lumbia, and further legal de- 
lays may lie encountered before 
public school segregation is for- 
mally outlawed throughout the 
land, the Supreme Court's 
broad application of the 11th 
Amendment appeared to doom 
separation of pupils on racial 
grounds as surely as Lincoln 
ended slavery in the United 
States. 

Chier Justice Warren took 
note, however, of the delicate 
problem of implementing the 
court's ruling hy deferring, un- 
til the Supreme Court's next 
terlu in October, the issuance

A 15-yearvold escapee , 
from Orange County Juve- 
nile Home, Santa Aria, at- 
tempting to elude sheriff's 
deputies in a stolen car, 
roared down a dead-<!hd 
street at 65 m.p.h. just be- 
fore midnight last night, 
crashed through a house and 
hurled two young women 
from their beds, injuring 
one of them seriously. 

The youth, captured as he 
attempted to crawl out a win- 
dow of the home in the Wherry 
Housing Project adjacent to El 
Toro Marine Base, was identi- 
fied as Edward Rumsower of 
Irvine. He was taken to Orange 
County General Hospital for 
treatment of minor injuries, 
then transferred to Orangs 
County Jail. 

Injured Women 
The injured women were 
listed as Mrs. Patricia Curtis, 
wife of Marine Capt. Dave 
Curtis, and Miss Alice Hicks. 
Both were rushed to the dis- 
pensary at El Toro where at- 
tendants said Mrs. Curtis suf. 
fered serious internal injuries. 
She was later taken to Corona 
Naval Hospital. Miss Hicks 
was shaken and bruised. 

Sheriff's deputies said Rum- 
sower and another youth es- 
caped from the juvenile horn* 
last Saturday. The second boy 
surrendered earlier. Deputies 
said Rumsower was committed 
to the home for burglary and 
grand theft auto.
